The .A.A.A. Shows That the Lady at 


(he Wheel is on the Whole Safer 
Than the Male of tho Hp«cie£.

Washington, D. C., July ig.— 


From the standpoint of safety, the 
advent of millions of women driv- 
ers must be regarded as an encour- 
aging factor for the reason that act- 
ual tests conducted under scientific 
observation have proven that wom- 
en drivers are every inch as com- 
petent, if not more competent than 
men, according to a. statement issued 
from the National Headquarters of 
the American Automobile Associa- 
tion today. 


The A.A.A. statement, which is a 


direct challenge to the popular be- 
lief tbat a woman at the wheel of an 
automobile is less dependable than a 
man, is based on a series of tests re- 
cently carried out here by scientists 
and psychologists. 
So far as the 


tests have gone, the women have 
scored a higher average as regards 
those qualities essential in a good 
driver. 


The tests themselves were con- 


ducted by Dr. F. A. Moss of the In- 
stitute of Government Research who 
is one of the leading psychologists 
of the country. 
Dr. Moss was as- 


sisted by H. H. Allen, another 
ex- 


pert, who Is attached to the mechan- 
ical engineering department of the 
Bureau of Standards. 


Two of the tests in which 
the 


women outscored the men are of par- 
ticular importance because they are 
among the primary factors that con- 
stitute driving ability. 
These are: 


First, the speed with which the 


driver reacts to danger and takes 
steps to avert it, such as applying 
the brakes. 


Second, 
the 
consistency 
with 


which the driver responds In such a 
situation. 


Not only did the women show a 


quicker reaction time but they were 
also less 
variable. 
The 
groups' 


tested consisted ot men and women 
selected from the students of George 
Washington 
University- who had 


come- from all over the country. Pre- 
cautions were taken so that they av- 
eraged about the same as far as prev- 
ious experience In driving was con- 
cerned. 
"Judging from popular opinion," 


said Dr. Moss, "the reaction-time of 
women might be expected to he 
radically 
different 
from that of 


men. 
The experiments fail to sub- 


stantiate this belief. The average 
reaction-time of the ten college wo- 
men was 0.56 seconds, while that of 
twenty-five men from the same in- 
stitution was 0.59 seconds. 


"Women -have also been accused 


of being more variable than men; 
and the data are of interest 
in 


throwing light on this matter. The 
mean variability of the ten women 
students of George Washington Uni- 
versity was 0.17 seconds, while that 
of the twenty-five men students was 
0.22 seconds." 


The apparatus by means of which 


these tests were carried out consist- 
ed of an automobile with two re-; 
volvers mounted on the under side 
of the running beard. One revolver 
was fired by the examiner as a sig- 
nal for the driver to apply the 
brakes and the other was fired auto- 
matically when the Initial motion to 
apply the brake pedal was made. 
The shells were loaded with red 
lead so that when either revolver 
was fired, a oright red spot was 
made on the road. The distance be- 
tween the two spots combined with 
the rate at which'the machine was 
going gave the reaction-time. 


"Speaking of reaction-time," said 


Dr. Moss. "It is only another way of 
asking how long it takes the driver 
to apply the brakes or make any: 
other necessary movement after 
hej 


sees danger. The average time for 
57 individuals was found to be .54 
of a second, some ranging as low as 
.31 of a second and some as high as! 
1.1 seconds. -How important this 
time element is may be gauged from 
the fact that a person with a reac- 
tion-time ot 1.5 seconds in a car go- 
ing 30 miles an hour will have 
travelled 66 feet from the time he 
see* the danger till he gets his foot 
on the brake, if he has a reaction- 
time ot half a second the car -will 
travel only 22 feet Dr. Moss does 
not attach any importance to the 
popular belief that women are emo- 
tional and therefore liable to lose 
their head in an emergency.

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Diamonds Certain 
To Remain Costly 


Story on Diamond J'rites Misleading 


—labor Makes Wide Gap Jtelweeu 
Co.«t «t Mine* and Finished Gams. 
Many person* were alarmed at a 


statement made In an article recently 
published In a number of newspaper:* 
to the effect that the average cost of 
rough diamonds at the mines lu 
South Africa Is in the neighborhood 
of $18 per carat. According to Dr. 
George F. Kunz, one of the foremost 
gem experts In this country, such a 
statement should not be made with-i 
out proper explanation. 


While it is true that the cost of 


rough diamonds as they come from 
the natural soil is low, it Is equally 
true that only a very small percent- 
age—less than one-half—of the dia- 
monds are fit for Jewelry purposes, 
the others being valuable 'only for 
their hardness which makes them 
useful "for slitting stones, engraving 
01 for drills, and these diamonds that 
are only of use for mechanical pur- 
poses are included in the output of 
the mines from which the gem dia- 
monds must be selected. 


The cost of the gem diamonds Is 


high and always will be, high because 
of their rarity and owing to the fact 
that a great deal of high grade labor 
must be expended to turn the rough 
stones into the beautiful polished 
gems that are seen in the "window of 
the local jeweler. 


There is little to attract the lay- 


man to the rough diamond as il 
comes from the mine, resembling 
\ery much-a piece of alum or a sugar 
crystal. 


To follow the diamond from the 


blue ground or gravel of the river 
beds to the bejewelled flngers of the 
li&bitue of the diamond horse-shoe in 
the opera would be a most interest- 
ing excursion. 


The diamond is practically the only 


precious stone which In the rough has 
little or no attraction for the Jayman, 
while ivhen cut, everybody is~lmme- 
diately impressed. It oftens happens 


with eight facets on top and eight on 
the bottom. 


The next step is the brllllantcer- 


ing, or the lapping of the remaining 
lorty facets. 


The polishing of .» diamond 
re- 


quires much more tlmo and a great 
deal more labor than either the cut- 
ting, sawing or cleaving and c;ui be 
visualized that eaUi 100 workers 
would have approximately one clpav- 
er, three saw mpn, eight or nine cut- 
ters and len sellers who sot the 
btones for the polisher. This can be 
bolter understood by the fact that it ] 
takes a good cutter half a day to cuti 
a parcel of t'-n stones. A polisher of I 
the same skill would take possibly a' 
week to polish them.
